The pan el said that despite the 
mix ed possibilités, the estimate can ’t 
be dismissed because so little is kn own 
about the can cer causin g poten tial of 
the chemical chloroform. 
“The study g roup con cludes that 
there may be some can cer risk 
associated with con sumption of 
chloroform in drin kin g water,” the 
scien tists said in a report Mon day to 
the En viron men tal Protection Ag en cy . 
The pan el said that in a “worst case” 
an aly sis of the problem, chloroform 
mig ht cause 40 per cen t of the n ation ’s 
liver can cer cases. 
In reality , the in ciden ce of can cer 
caused by chloroform in drin kin g 
water probably will turn out to be 
much less, even n il, the scien tists said. 
Their report follows release last 
mon th of an EPA survey which foun d 
vary in g amoun ts of chloroform in the 
drin kin g water of each of 79 cities sur­ 
vey ed. The presen ce of the chemical is 
the result of treatin g drin kin g water 
with chlorin e.

The Sen ate approved the bill by 
voice vote Mon day after little 
discussion . House backers hope to 
brin g it up in that chamber later this 
week. Even oppon en ts con cede the 
House will probably pass the measure 
by a wide marg in . 
The bill would impose a series of 
min imum federal en viron men tal 
con trols on coal strip min in g , which 
accoun ts for half of all coal min ed in 
the Un ited States. It also would require 
coal opearators to restore lan d after 
the min in g operation , authorize states 
to set up their own prog rams, an d levy 
a tax of up to 35 cen ts a ton on coal to 
help clean up aban don ed strip-min e 
ex cavation s. 
Admin istration spokesmen said 
Mon day that Ford has n ot y et made up 
his min d whether to attempt an other 
veto on ce the bill reaches his desk. 
He vetoed the earlier version on the 
g roun ds it would sen d the cost of coal 
an d electricity soarin g an d make it 
hard to achieve U.S. en erg y self-suffi­ 
cien cy within the n ex t decade, a g oal 
based in part on doublin g domestic 
coal production by 1985.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - “Hu n­ 
dreds of compaints” of u nexpectedly 
hig h au to repair bills have prompted 
the Ohio Consu mer Protection Division 
to advise that motorists demand 
written estimates before repairs are 
made. 
The most recent bu lletin of the 
division said dealers mu st provide a 
written estimate if repair costs will 
exceed $25 and mu st obtain written 
au thorization to make necessary re­ 
pairs which will exceed 10 per cent of 
the estimate. 
Division officials are “seriou sly 
concerned abou t reports that many 
Ohio au tomobile repair shops, in­ 
clu ding au tomobile dealers and ser­ 
vice stations, are asking consu mers to 
waive their rig hts to written es­ 
timates,” the bu lletin said. 
In addition, the new ru ling stipu lates 
that consu mers are entitled to demand 
that su ppliers: 
—Indicate if there will be a charg e 
for a service call or reassembly, 
reg ardless of whether repairs are 
made. 
—Give the consu mer a written and 
itemized list of repairs performed and 
the reasons for su ch repairs, inclu ding 
charg es for parts and labor, describing 
which parts are new, u sed or rebu ilt. 
—Inform the consu mer, before the 
first cost estimate, if u sed parts will 
not be retu rned to him. 
Violators of the ru le shou ld be 
reported to local consu mer protection 
ag encies or the state division, the 
bu lletin said.

Dear Mr. T.: 
There is very little possibility that 
the electrocardiog ram is wrong . The 
interpretation of these heart records is 
now so exact that any deviation from 
the normal mu st be accepted as being 
valid and correct. 
You r experience is not an u nu su al 
one. Many people who are non- 
complainers and are stoic abou t illness 
may have an episode of abdominal 
pain or chest pain and attribu te it to 
the proverbial “indig estion.” 
When the discomfort passes the 
entire experience may be forg otten. In 
most instances, the so-called attack of 
indig estion may never have been 
brou g ht to the attention of a doctor. 
Yet this may have been a mild heart 
attack which went, as you rs ap- 
u nrecog nized and u n- 
parently 
treated.

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NEW YORK (AP) - The already 
widespread belief that an economic 
u ptu rn is likely to take place in the 
second half of the year was reinforced 
du ring thenpast week. 
Perhaps the most important an­ 
nou ncement of all came from Arthu r 
Bu rns, chairm an of the Federal 
Reserve Board, who said he wou ld 
seek a 5 to 7.5 per cent g rowth in the 
money su pply. 
Many Americans su spect that Bu rns 
is probably still more concerned abou t 
the dang ers of inflation than of 
recession. Bu t Bu ms dispelled that 
notion somewhat. 
The money su pply g oal shou ld be 
su fficient, he said, “to finance a 
vig orou s economic recovery.” 
It will be considerably more than the 
rate that prevailed over the past year. 
In all of 1974 the rate was only 4.7 per 
cent; in the first qu arter of this year it 
was 3.5 per cent. 
Many citizens as well as economists 
and cong ressmen have criticized the 
money su pply rate as too low to permit 
vig orou s recovery. In fact, they 
maintain the low rate has worsened 
the recession. 
Alan Greenspan, chairman of the 
President’s Cou ncil of Economic 
Advisers, remained ju st as hesitant 
and cau tiou s as ever, bu t the mere fact 
that he ag ain stated a belief that 
recovery was coming g ave encou r­ 
ag ement. 
“The evidence is still tentative,” he 
said, “bu t it tends to su pport the view 
that the economy will stabilize to a 
very larg e deg ree du ring the second 
qu arter of the year.” 
The Treasu ry Department added 
another view that was widely in­ 
terpreted as being bu llish. It wou ld 
need $5 billion less in the credit 
markets, it said, becau se tax revenu es 
were tu rning ou t hig her than an­ 
ticipated. 
This news took a lot of pressu re off 
the credit markets, which finance not 
only the big federal deficit bu t the ex­ 
pansion plans of private indu stry. That 
pressu re was expected to drive in­ 
terest rates back u p. 
At 8 48 .48 , the Dow Jones Indu strial 
Averag e has now recovered all bu t 
abou t 2 of the 230 points lost du ring the 
collapse of prices in 1974. 
Nothing is certain in economics or 
stocks, however, and a lot of people 
remain nervou s abou t the immediate 
fu tu re. The chief worries appear to be 
these: 
—Few economists foresee the 
jobless rate coming down very fast. 
While many ag ree that the 8 .9 per cent 
rate is probably close to the peak, they 
fear that it mig ht stay in that vicinity 
for several months. 


—Arthu r Bu ms isn’t the only one 
fearfu l of a retu rn of the boom-bu st 
cycle. Inflation is by no means licked 
yet. 
—While the stock market is said to 
be a g ood forecaster becau se it 
represents the ou tlook of the pu blic, 
the pu blic doesn’t seem to be aware of 
it. Most of the heavy trading is by in­ 
stitu tions, by professionals, rather 
than by the g eneral pu blic.

He replied that Au stralia has su ch an 
oblig ation and has beg u n fu lfilling it, 
and he thou g ht others shou ld do the 
same, preferably throu g h inter­ 
national org anizations. 
The Au stralian leader’s aides 
reported later he intends repeating his 
call in a major speech he will make in 
Washing ton, and intends raising the 
matter in his talks at the White Hou se.

National Guard Training Sites Eyed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The 
whoosh of artillery shells and the 
sound of machine gun fire may sound 
some day soon in the eerie stillness of 
the coal stripped land of southeastern 
Ohio. 
The administration of Gov. James A. 
Rhodes is considering buying land in 
the strip mine belt as a training site for 
the Ohio National Guard, which has 
been taking its summer training in 
Michigan. 


“ There are six or seven areas that 
are suitable,” said Chan Cochran, the 
governor’s aide. “ Five of them are 
stripped land.” 
M aj. Gen. Jam es Clem, com­ 
manding officer of the ONG, said he 
hoped to locate adequate area to train 
up to 4,000 men in tactical procedures. 
He is reluctant to say what areas are 
under study. 
“ That’s understandable,” said 
Cochran. “ He doesn’t want to drive the 


price of land up down there.” 
Known to be under consideration as 
possible training ground is stripped 
land in Belmont, Muskingum, Guern­ 
sey, 
Noble, 
Morgan, 
Holmes, 
Coshocton and Tuscarawas Counties. 
Clem has ordered a feasibility study 
on the project. He said a report should 
be completed by Oct. 1, 1975. A later 
study will delve into the cost of 
reclamation. 
Clem said a possible drawback to the 


The Public 
Investigator 


The Investigator questioned utility companies in the Circleville and 
Pickaway County area concerning monetary increases to consumers of 
their specific product and the reason for the price increase. Here are the 
answers of the Columbus and Southern Ohio Electric Company. 


(Q) Approximately how many customers does C&50E service in 
Circleville and Pickaway County? 
(A) We have approximately 5,540 customers in our Circleville Service 
area. 


(Q) What are your present rates to individuals and how much have the 
rates increased in the past year? Six months? Three months? 
(A) The figures we will use to answer the question are based on the 
residential rate and usage of 500 Kilowatt House (KW H) from April, 1974, 
through April, 1975. Each month of each year is figured on the rate in effect 
at the time plus the fuel cost adjustment to arrive at the total. 
Calculated bills for 500 KWH based on a rate code of 02 are : April, 1974 - 
base, $15.83; fuel cost, $1.73; total, $15.56. October, 1974 - base, $20.75; fuel 
cost, $.24; total, $20.99. January, 1975 - base, $20.75; fuel cost, $1.06; total, 
$21.81. April, 1975-base, $22.61; fuel cost, $1.18; total, $23.80. 
The rate increase effective September, 1974, reflected a new fuel cost 
adjustment (FCA) base of 68.5 cents per million BTUs. The previous FCA 
base was 23 cents per million BTUs. The difference between the old and the 
new FCA base of 45.5 cents per million BTUs was rolled into the new rate 
base schedule. In dollars, this represents approximately $2.50 for 500 KWH 
usage. 


(Q) Do you have any extra charges such as installation costs or deposits? 
(A) In the Circleville service area we charge $50 to install and remove a 
temporary service. This is for a single phase, 100 amp overhead temporary 
service. 
We ask for a deposit from residential customers when they have not 
established credit or do not own property in Ohio. 
If a customer’s account is terminated or discontinued prior to one year, 
his deposits including accrued interest to date is applied to his final bill. Any 
amount in excess of the final bill is promptly refunded to him. 
Deposits, including interest earned to date, are refunded to residential 
customers after one year provided service has not been discontinued for 
non-payment during the preceding 12 months; the customer has had no 
more than two past-due notices during the preceding 12 months; and the 
customer has had no more than two disconnection orders during the 
preceding 12 months. 
Policy governing customers utility deposits has been established by the 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio (PUCO). All details governing credit 
policy are available at any local Columbus and Southern Ohio Electric 
Company office. 
If customers have a problem paying their electric bill, or have a 
temporary “ hardship” , they should call us. We can usually work it out. 
Silence doesn’t solve the problem .. . they should contact us. We can help. 


(Q) Why is there a raise in the cost to consumers? Do you expect to reach 
any ceiling in the selling price? 
(A) The increased cost of electric service can be pinpointed to three 
primary areas: Fuel Costs, Environmental Costs, and Inflation. 
Fuel Costs: In 1974 our total operating expense was $146.9 million. 
Fuel costs were the largest single expense, representing 41 per cent of the 
total of $60.1 million. This $60.1 million is an increase of $26.6 million over 
1973. The increase alone approximates our total fuel expense for 1972. 
Reclamation costs are also a part of the total fuel costs and add 
approximately $2 per ton of strip mined coal. The proposed Federal Strip 
Mine Law will add an additional 35 cents per ton. Our average cost of coal 
consumed increased from $8.57 per ton in 1973 to $13.02 per ton in 1974. Ten 
years ago the cost was $4.57 per ton. 1974 prices are an increase of 185 per 
cent over 1965. 
Environmental Costs: These costs are directly related to State and 
Federal legislation. We have spent $25 million on environmental facilities in 
the last six years, including $9 million in 1974. These are capital costs, not 
operating costs, and they do not produce revenue. Additional environmental 
expenditures are expected to exceed $57 million through 1978. 


Inflation: Ten years ago we financed our construction program from 
internally generated funds. Today, we must go to the capital markets for 83 
per cent of moneys needed for construction. We must refinance maturing 
low interest (3-4 per cent) existing long-term debt at rates of 9 per cent and 
more. We are in the peculiar situation where our rates are fixed, but all of 
the material and supplies needed to provide reliable service continue to 
increase. 
As long as our suppliers continue to increase the cost of materials, the cost 
of electric service will continue to increase. 


(Q) What are your different payment plans and which one is the most 
popular with consumers in the area? 
(A) We have one “ equal payment” plan. This budget payment plan was 
offered to all residential customers in March 1975. The plan is optional to the 
customer. He or she may elect to join or reject the budget payment plan. It’s 
the customer’s decision. 
The plan divides the total 12 month estimated use into 12 equal monthly 
payments »based on existing rates, plus fuel cost). Each customer’s budget 
is reviewed every six months and adjustments, if any, are made and a new 
monthly payment is issued. 
System-wide, we have approximately 5.3 per cent of all residential 
customers in this program. A customer may join or drop out of this program 
by contacting their local Columbus and Southern Ohio Electric Company 
office. 


( Q) Are you aware of any federal or state legislation to lower the rates of 
persons on fixed incomes? Does your company see any need for such 
legislation? 
(A) There have been discussions on this subject, primarily in State 
legislatures. However, the Public Utilities Commission of Ohio (PUCO) 
rules state that public utilities rate schedules must be applied equally to all 
customers within each applicable rate schedule. To deviate from this policy 
would be discrimination. This would, in effect, force one group of residential 
customers to subsidize another residential group’s electrical usage. 
C&SOE is not unaware or unsympathic to this problem. However, 
attempting to solve economic problems through social legislation has never 
been a truly equitable solution. 


(Q) Are efforts by the consumer helping to reduce the load of energy 
consumed? What additional measures could the consumer implement to 
conserve more? 
(A) There is no shortage of electricity in the area served by Columbus and 
Southern. If we can continue to burn coal to generate electricity, and 
increase facilities to meet customers’ future demands, we anticipate 
adequate capacity to meet customer growth. 
Effective energy management by any customer is obviously an individual 
decision. The customer should be aware that rates are designed so that the 
more you use, the less the unit cost is per KWH. Of course, lower use 
increases the unit cost per KWH. So, a small reduction in monthly usage 
may not reflect a noticeable change in the cost. 
Customers’ homes should be well insulated, have storm doors and 
windows. Heat loss escaping to the outside of a home is today an expensive 
luxury. Good insulation can reduce both heating and air conditioning costs, 
regardless of the energy used. 
Energy management is really a matter of using good judgement in the use 
of applicances, lighting, etc. Ben Franklin summed it up in four words, 
“ waste not, want not.” Your local C&SOE office has free literature to help 
you. 


( Q) By what process is your energy manufactured? Where is it produced 
and by what means is it brought to the consumer? 
(A) Ninety-eight per cent of our electricity is produced by burning coal. 
We use small amounts of oil and natural gas to operate our peaking units. 
We have three generating stations: Poston, in Athens County; Picway, in 
Pickaway County; and Conesville, in Coshocton County. 
Electricity is delivered from generating station over high voltage 
transmissiin lines to substations. The substations then reduce the voltage 
and distribute it to homes, commercial and industrial businesses. 


(Q) Is your company currently undertaking projects to locate more 
energy reserves? If so, where and to what extent? 
(A) Electricity cannot be stored like water or natural gas. It is consumed 
at the same time it is generated. Any so-called reserve would be related to 
excess generating capacity over and above that necessary to meet “ peak” 
demand. 


(Q) Who may consumers call with questions concerning billing 
procedures? 
(A) Any local office in Columbus and Southern Ohio Electric service area.

idea is mineral rights on the land. If 
they are contained in the deed, Clem 
said it could make costs prohibitive. 


Rhodes’ prime consideration in 
obtaining an Ohio site, Cochran said, is 
one of economics. 


“ The governor sent *a letter to 
General Clem pointing out that about 
$20 million worth of business goes to 
Michigan with the National Guard 
each summer,” he said. 


Clem believes the stripped land 
could be natural for guard training. 


For 15 to 20 years after stripping, 
Cochran said, the land is good only for 
grazing. The stripped land, he said, 
could be used for Seabee training, road 
and bridge construction and would be 
wide enough for heavy firearm 
practice.

“ I disco urage peo ple fro m carry ing 
weapo ns unless they kno w ex actly 
what they ’re do ing and will use the 
weapo n,” Miss Sattem said. “ If y o u’v e 
go t a weapo n and y o u’re no t go ing to 
use it, the attacker will kno w y o u’re 
bluffing.” 
When students meet fo r the ninth 
time, they practice o n husbands, 
fathers, bo y friends, any o ne they can 
find. 
“ This is my fav o rite class,’’she said. 
“ The wo men are usually timid at first, 
but they ’re tigers by the end o f the 
class. It wo rks ev ery time. When they 
realize that they can defend them­ 
selv es against a man, that’s when it 
clicks.”

“They ” are a grou p of wild 
hogs that hav e been trained to 
swim, something that is 
v irtu ally u nknown in the 
world of the swine. Hogs can’t 
swim, it is said , becau se if 
they tried they wou ld slash 
their own throats with their 
sharp hoov es. These hogs 
obv iou sly d on’t know that. 
Instead , they spend half their 
d ay in the water, swimming 
ou t to the boats that cru ise the 
Silv er Riv er, waiting for the 
boat captains to toss them 
slices of white bread . Whole 
families swim together, from 
a 400-pou nd boar to a mother 
hog and her litter of piglets.

Spring Storm

Cambodia’s new Communist-backed 
rulers said today they would respect 
the national and territorial integrity of 
neighboring states but would not allow 
anv foreign troops on their soil.

It was 
not known whether the reference to 
foreign troops included the North 
Vietnamese. 
A Khmer Rouge broadcast from 
Phnom Penh said Cambodia would 
continue to seek good relations with 
countries of Asia, Africa and North 
and South America, but did not 
mention setting up diplomatic ties or 
requests for foreign aid. 
“We will work hard for ourselves,” 
the broadcast said. 
In Bangkok, the Thai government 
decided to hold on to all Vietnamese 
aircraft brought into the country by 
fleeing Vietnamese refugees and 
urged the U.S. government not to 
remove any from Thai soil.

Auto Jack 
Not Wanted 
By Firms 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP)—James Vargo 
of Dayton claims the auto industry 
isn’t interested in the new auto jack he 
invented although it can be used on 
sloping driveways without wheel 
chocks. 
James Vargo said he got the idea 
while attempting to lift his car with a 
regular bumper jack on his sloping 
driveway. 
With the help of a nephew, Mike 
Kessler, the Keva Auto Safety jack 
came into being. The name came from 
their last names. 
The jack was designed to work on 
any car on a slope or berm. With four 
of them, Vargo said the auto could be 
lifted completely off the ground. 
Although Vargo’s jack resembles the 
usual bumper jack, it doesn’t use the 
bumper. It fits instead into a rigid 
sleeve bolted to the car. 
Vargo has obtained a patent on the 
jack but he said the auto companies 
claim the idea isn’t new although they 
haven’t looked at his version. 
I’m not saying it’s the best system in 
the world, but it’s a IOO per cent im­ 
provement over what they’ve got,” 
said Vargo. 
Vargo said bumper jacks have 
remained basically unchanged over 
the years. 
“Pickup trucks still have the same 
type of jack Henry Ford started with,” 
Vargo said. 
He said his jack could be used if the 
automakers would mount four hollow 
sleeves behind the bumpers of their 
cars. 
Vargo, 
a 
former

mechanic, said the safety problem 
with regular bumper jacks would grow 
as Detroit makes bumpers lighter to 
cut costs. Vargo said his would work 
even if water bumpers were installed. 
He has received flat refusals from 
Ford, General Motors and American 
Motors. 
American Motors said the system 
“could not be incorporated into . . . 
present product planning.”

It is a “myth” that President Ford 
has privately criticized Israel for 
being inflexible during negotiations in 
March over a withdrawal in Sinai, 
Kissinger said. 


“The President made a public 
criticism, not a private criticism, 
when he referred to inflexibility,” 
Kissinger said. 


Kissinger said that in any event, the 
purpose was to make it clear that new 
decisions had to be made “by all of the 
parties” and that progress toward 
peace must not be stopped. 
“The allegation of private criticism 
of Israel comes mostly from people 
who think they are helping Israel but

Only after Ford’s meetings next 
month with Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat and Israeli Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin will the decisions in the 
reassessment be made, Kissinger 
added.

Xenia Gazette Wins 
Pulitzer Prize 


United States launched an airlift of 
Cambodian refugees to America, in­ 
cluding former Cambodian president 
San Kham Khoy. Khoy, who was 
evacuated from Phnom Penh before 
the fall of Phnom Penh, told newsmen 
he would live in America and “will not 
go back to Cambodia until there is 
freedom there.” 
Hanoi’s Vietnam News Agency 
reported that the forces of 
the 
Revolutionary Government in Saigon 
have taken six islands in the con­ 
troversial Spratly archipelago in the 
South China Sea, and “all the puppet 
forces on these islands were put out of 
action.” It said the islands were taken 
between April 14 and April 29. China, 
the Philippines, the former Saigon 
regime, Taiwan and Malaysia have all 
claimed the islands, where oil reserves 
are believed lying offshore. 
At the same time, Saigon radio 
appealed to all fighting men who had 
left South Vietnam to return to the 
country and bring back aircraft and 
other war equipment and surrender to 
the new regime. 
The broadcast also said all islands in 
Vietnamese waters had been “com­ 
pletely liberated” and that prisoners 
held by the former government on 


some of them have been freed and 
were returning to mainland Vietnam. 
The islands included Phu Coq and Con 
Son, the latter the site of a large penal 
colony where prisoners were held in 
dreaded “tiger cages.” 
Former President Duong Van “Big” 
Minh of South Vietnam said over­ 
whelming North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong military superiority left him no 
alternative but to surrender the coun­ 
try unconditionally. 
In an interview published Monday in 
the 
North 
Vietnamese 
army 
newspaper and broadcast by Hanoi 
Radio, Minh said, “We sincerely re­ 
joiced at your speedy victory. 
“The Saigon military forces were no 
longer in a position to offer resistance. 
We 
knew the 
strength of 
the 
Revolutionary Government and the 
liberation army. The tank units ... 
were really formidable. 
“ In 
these 
circum stances, 
to 
surrender unconditionally was the only 
possible decision.” 
The broadcast said the interview 
was conducted May I — the day after 
the surrender — at the presidential 
palace in Saigon where the new regime 
released Minh and 15 other political 
figures from custody. 


In other Indochina developments: 
—The Ford adm inistration re­ 
quested an additional $507 million in 
aid for Indochina refugees, but 
prospects for congressional approval 
are uncertain. 
—The State Department said it has 
learned that the new Khmer Rouge 
government in Cambodia has killed 
about 80 leaders and wives identified 
with the Cambodian government that 
fell three weeks ago. 
—The Pentagon said the United 
States has started removing many of 
the 120 U.S. supplied military planes 
flown to Thailand by escaping South 
Vietnamese air force pilots. 
After four days of victory cel­ 
ebrations, 
Hanoi 
workers 
have 
resumed reconstruction work in the 
bomb-devastated North Vietnamese 
capital, while in South Vietnam the 
Revolutionary Government continued 
imposing its system of order on the 
country. 
Associated Press Writer Daniel De 
Luce reported from Hanoi that the 
streets were alive with bicycle traffic 
and heavy trucks. Young women in 
blue smocks and trousers, knee-high 
rubber boots and conical straw hats

XENIA, Ohio (AP) — The Xenia 
Daily Gazette, which published con- 
tinously despite a tornado that killed 32 
persons on April 3, 1974, has been 
awarded a Pulitzer Prize for local 
general reporting. 
“Our whole saga is one of a lot of 
courage, guts and dependability for all 
80 persons who work for us,” said Jack 
Jordan, editor and general manager of 
the Gazette. 
The newspaper continued publishing 
for the town of 25,000, after the tor­ 
nado hit at 4:40 p.m. April 3, using the 
printing presses of the nearby Mid­ 
dletown Journal, another member of 
the Chew Newspapers of Ohio. 
The Gazette was cited in the award, 
announced Monday at Columbia 
University, for its coverage of the 
tornado “under enormous difficulties. 
Shortly after the tornado hit, the 
paper changed to morning publication 
when its carriers had to begin to go to 
school in the afternoon to compensate 
for destroyed school buildings. The 
carriers are now in class between noon 
and 6 p.m. 
“We never missed publication. Our 
building was knocked out,” Jordan 
said. His dozen reporters worked in a 
office that was without utilities, and 
was badly damaged, allowing the wind 
to blow through it and rain and snow 
pour in. 
When the tornado hit, carriers were 
delivering the afternoon newspapers. 
“A great number of our papers were 
distributed as far north as Canada 
where the winds let them down,” he 
said. 
The two or three reporters still in the 
Gazette building near the center of 
downtown quickly moved onto the 
streets and countryside to survey the 
damage, Jordan said. Other reporters 
joined after caring for their families. 
Of the 80 employes at the Gazette, 16 
lost all their possessions, he said. 
“By 7 p.m. we had a pretty doggone 
good summary on what happened,” he 
said. Phone lines were out. The city 
was a mass of darkness. Electrical 
lines and gas were inoperative. 
For a week, the reporters worked in 
shifts as copy was ferried to Mid­ 
dletown where it was printed. The 
printed papers were distributed in the 


late afternoon to news hungry Xenia 
residents whose only source of in­ 
formation was the newspaper and 
what they could learn from portable 
radios. 
Jordan said he is anxious to return to 
being an afternoon newspaper. Since 
turning to a morning publication, his 
circulation has fallen 2,000 to 13,432 at 
the end of March. 
“It’s a fantastic once in a lifetime 
experience. I wouldn’t want to go 
through it again, but this Pulitizer 
certainly wraps it up,” Jordan said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford’s $507-million request for up to 
150,000 Indochina refugees is drawing

questioning in Congress. 
Chairman Joshua Eilberg, D-Pa., 
said Monday after the initial hearing 
on the request that his House im­ 
migration subcommittee will need 
“ soul searching” and more in­ 
formation before it acts. 
Eilberg said the $507 million is an 
estimate by the administration of what 
the otherwise unlimited programs for 
South Vietnam and Cambodia refugees 
will cost. 
Subcommittee members pressed for 
more precise figures on refugees and 
costs, and Rep. Elizabeth Holtzman, 
D-N.Y., said any war profiteers, 
torturers and killers among the 
refugees should be screened^ out. 
The director of Ford’s refugee task 
force, Ambassador L. Dean Brown, 
told Eilberg’s subcommittee the $507 
million is acutely needed because $98 
million in funds available now will be 
exhausted in a week. 
Meanwhile, there were these related 
developments: 
—The Immigration and Natu­ 
ralization Service said

is 
in­ 
vestigating 
several 
commercial 
airlines to determine if they flew 
illegal aliens into the United States 
from Indochina. 
The probe is not directed toward the 
huge evacuation of South Vietnam 
during the final days of the war but at 
earlier commercial flights, possibly 
including some airlifts of orphans. U.S. 
laws prohibit airlines from bringing 
into the United States any alien lacking 
a visa. 
—The

established a special referral office for 
Americans wishing to assist in the 
resettement of Vietnam refugees. 
Sponsors assist the refugees in ad­ 
justing to their new environment, 
finding homes and jobs and taking 
care of their families.

Chloroform 
Cancer Risk 
Overplayed? 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
Con­ 
sumption of chloroform commonly 
found in drinking water may pose 
some danger of cancer, but the effect 
also may be nil, says a panel of 
scientists. 
The panel said that despite the 
mixed possibilites, the estimate can’t 
be dismissed because so little is known 
about the cancer causing potential of 
the chemical chloroform. 
“The study group concludes that 
there may be some cancer risk 
associated with consumption of 
chloroform in drinking water,” the 
scientists said in a report Monday to 
the Environmental Protection Agency. 
The panel said that in a “worst case” 
analysis of the problem, chloroform 
might cause 40 per cent of the nation’s 
liver cancer cases. 
In reality, the incidence of cancer 
caused by chloroform in drinking 
water probably will turn out to be 
much less, even nil, the scientists said. 
Their report follows release last 
month of an EPA survey which found 
varying amounts of chloroform in the 
drinking water of each of 79 cities sur­ 
veyed. The presence of the chemical is 
the result of treating drinking water 
with chlorine.

Strip Mine 
Bill Nears 
Passage 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A com­ 
promise bill to limit environmental 
damage from coal strip mining could 
be on its way to President Ford’s desk 
by the end of the week. 
Ford vetoed an almost identical bill 
last December, but this time sponsors 
claim they have enough votes to 
override another veto. Opponents 
claim the bill would increase con­ 
sumer electricity bills IO to 16 per cent, 
but the measure’s supporters dispute 
this contention. 
The Senate approved the bill by 
voice vote Monday after little 
discussion. House backers hope to 
bring it up in that chamber later this 
week. Even opponents concede the 
House will probably pass the measure 
by a wide margin. 
The bill would impose a series of 
minimum federal environmental 
controls on coal strip mining, which 
accounts for half of all coal mined in 
the United States. It also would require 
coal opearators to restore land after 
the mining operation, authorize states 
to set up their own programs, and levy 
a tax of up to 35 cents a ton on coal to 
help clean up abandoned strip-mine 
excavations. 
Administration spokesmen said 
Monday that Ford has not yet made up 
his mind whether to attempt another 
veto once the bill reaches his desk. 
He vetoed the earlier version on the 
grounds it would send the cost of coal 
and electricity soaring and make it 
hard to achieve U.S. energy self-suffi­ 
ciency within the next decade, a goal 
based in part on doubling domestic 
coal production by 1985.

Busiest days, accident-wise, were 
Friday and Saturday. 
Ten of the accidents occurred in 
Circleville Twp., while Darby and 
Harrison Twps. recorded eight each. 
Deputies investigated 145 offense 
reports during the month including 58 
burglaries, 46 thefts, 25 vandalism 
claims, and five sex offenses. 
Harrison Twp. was responsible for 23 \ 
of the reports, while Circleville, 
Darby, Jackson, and Washington 
Twps. each had double-figure reports. 
Deputies logged 314 aid and incident 
reports during April. Circleville Twp. 
had 63. 
Forty-six of the A and I reports 
involved checks on suspicous persons 
and cars, while 44 involved traffic 
complaints. 
Deputies processed 152 arrests in the 
month, 33 misdemeanor, 51 felony, 22 
juvenile, and 46 traffic. 
Six adult female prisoners were 
committed to the county jail in April, 
76 adult males, 13 juvenile males, and 
three juvenile females. 
Of the 98 commitments, 68 were by 
deputies, 13 by Circleville Police, eight 
by the Ohio State Highway Patrol, four 
by juvenile court, and one by the South 
Bloomfield marshall. 
The 98 inmates consumed 2,052 
meals during April. 
Deputies fingerprinted 43 prisoners 
and used 129 fingerprint cards. Forty- 
three photographs were taken of 
prisoners. 
Deputies conveyed two males to the 
Ohio State Reformatory in Mansfield, 
one to the Ohio Penitentiary in 
Columbus, one female to Mansfield, 
and made one commitement to the 
Columbus State Hospital. 
Deputies traveled 35,288 miles an­ 
swering complaints, serving process, 
and on general patrol.

Violence in the public school 
system has been a serious 
problem for many years, 
iargely swept under the rug by 
school officials afraid of

In initial hearings into the 
problem, the Senate Judiciary

conducted in 757 of the nation's 
largest 
school 
districts 
between 1970 and 1973, the 
subcommittee estimates that 


each year the cost of school 
crime and damage comes to 
$500 
million 
nation­ 
a lly -p a sse d 
on 
to 
the 
taxpayers who support the 
school systems. 
Worse, the crime spree is 
spreading rapidly. During the 
three 
years 
studied, 
the 
su b co m m ittee 
e stim a te s 
assaults on teachers increased 
by 77 per cent, assaults on 
students by 85 per cent, 
robberies of students and 
teachers increased by 36 per 
cent, rapes and attempted 
rapes by 40 per cent and 
homicides in school buildings 
increased by 18 per cent.

com m ittee chairman Sen. 
Birch Bayh was not stretching 
the truth when he said: “The 
ledger of violence confronting 
our schools reads like a

The nation cannot tolerate a 
continuation of this pattern. 
While it will help focus public 
attention on the seriousness of 
school 
crim e 
by 
public 
testimony to be taken by the 
Senate panel, the corrective 
answer lies in each school 
district. It is the duty of

boards, 
faculties and administrators 
to correct disciplinary and 
crime problems where they 
exist—and to do it 
with 
dispatch.

Auto Repair 
Costs Bring 
Warning 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - “Hun­ 
dreds of compacts” of unexpectedly 
high auto repair bills have prompted 
the Ohio Consumer Protection Division 
to advise that motorists demand 
written estimates before repairs are 
made. 
The most recent bulletin of the 
division said dealers must provide a 
written estimate if repair costs will 
exceed $25 and must obtain written 
authorization to make necessary re­ 
pairs which will exceed IO per cent of 
the estimate. 
Division officials are “seriously 
concerned about reports that many 
Ohio automobile repair shops, in­ 
cluding automobile dealers and ser­ 
vice stations, are asking consumers to 
waive their rights to written es­ 
timates,” the bulletin said. 
In addition, the new ruling stipulates 
that consumers are entitled to demand 
that suppliers : 
—Indicate if there will be a charge 
for a service call or reassembly, 
regardless of whether repairs are 
made. 
—Give the consumer a written and 
itemized list of repairs performed and 
the reasons for such repairs, including 
charges for parts and labor, describing 
which parts are new, used or rebuilt. 
—Inform the consumer, before the 
first cost estimate, if used parts will 
not be returned to him. 
Violators of the rule should be 
reported to local consumer protection 
agencies or the state division, the 
bulletin said.

URBANA, 111 (AP) — Schools cost 
too much because they are trying to do 
too much, Michael Bakalis, former 
Illinois superintendent of public in­ 
struction, says. 
Bakalis, now a visiting professor of 
education at Northwestern University 
and the University of Illinois here, 
urges schools to concentrate on two 
goals.

Speaking Of Your Health

I don’t recall having had any heart 
trouble, 
yet 
a 
recent 
elec­ 
trocardiogram showed some scar 
tissue, indicating that I may have had 
an unrecognized heart attack. 
How could this be possible? Could 
there be a mistake in the doctor’s 
interpretation of the cardiogram? 
Mr. J. T., Ore. 
Dear Mr. T.: 
There is very little possibility that 
the electrocardiogram is wrong. The 
interpretation of these heart records is 
now so exact that any deviation from 
the normal must be accepted as being 
valid and correct. 
Your experience is not an unusual 
one. Many people who are non- 
complainers and are stoic about illness 
may have an episode of abdominal 
pain or chest pain and attribute it to 
the proverbial “indigestion.” 
When the discomfort passes the 
entire experience may be forgotten. In 
most instances, the so-called attack of 
indigestion may never have been 
brought to the attention of a doctor. 
Yet this may have been a mild heart 
attack which went, as yours ap­ 
parently did, unrecognized and un­ 
treated. 


Scar tissue in the muscle of the heart 
may be all that remains of this slight 
heart attack. The finding in the 
electrocardiogram gives evidence that 
some unexplained damage to the heart 
muscle did occur. 
There is an important lesson to be 
learned from your experience. If more 
attention were paid to the so-called 
stories of indigestion, and if these were 
brought to the attention of the doctor, 
preventive care might be given to the 
small heart attacks, and their causes 
might be eliminated. In this way the 
large ones may be prevented. 


I am intrigued by the name of a 
condition that I have. It is called a 
collar button abscess. Do you know the 
origin of this term? 
Mr. J. J. F., Manitoba, Canada 
Dear Mr. F.: 
The term is a descriptive one. The 
old-fashioned collar button had a flat 
surface connected to a tiny knob by a 
narrow rod. The abscess too has two 
compartments under the skin. There is 
a larger one connected to a smaller one 
by a tunnel. These abscesses occur 
most often in the webs of the fingers.

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NEW YORK (AP) - The already 
widespread belief that an economic 
upturn is likely to take place in the 
second half of the year was reinforced 
during th^past week. 
Perhaps the most important an­ 
nouncement of all came from Arthur 
Burns, chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board, who said he would 
seek a 5 to 7.5 per cent growth in the 
money supply. 
Many Americans suspect that Burns 
is probably still more concerned about 
the dangers of inflation than of 
recession. But Burns dispelled that 
notion somewhat. 
The money supply goal should be 
sufficient, he said, “to finance a 
vigorous economic recovery.” 
It will be considerably more than the 
rate that prevailed over the past year. 
In all of 1974 the rate was only 4.7 per 
cent; in the first quarter of this year it 
was 3.5 per cent. 
Many citizens as well as economists 
and congressmen have criticized the 
money supply rate as too low to permit 
vigorous recovery. In fact, they 
maintain the low rate has worsened 
the recession. 
Alan Greenspan, chairman of the 
President’s Council of Economic 
Advisers, remained just as hesitant 
and cautious as ever, but the mere fact 
that he again stated a belief that 
recovery was coming gave encour­ 
agement. 
“The evidence is still tentative,” he 
said, “but it tends to support the view 
that the economy will stabilize to a 
very large degree during the second 
quarter of the year.” 
The Treasury Department added 
another view that was widely in­ 
terpreted as being bullish. It would 
need $5 billion less in the credit 
markets, it said, because tax revenues 
were turning out higher than an­ 
ticipated. 
This news took a lot of pressure off 
the credit markets, which finance not 
only the big federal deficit but the ex­ 
pansion plans of private industry. That 
pressure was expected to drive in­ 
terest rates back up. 
At 848.48, the Dow Jones Industrial 
Average has now recovered all but 
about 2 of the 230 points lost during the 
collapse of prices in 1974. 
Nothing is certain in economics or 
stocks, however, and a lot of people 
remain nervous about the immediate 
future. The chief worries appear to be 
these: 
—Few economists foresee the 
jobless rate coming down very fast. 
While many agree that the 8.9 per cent 
rate is probably close to the peak, they 
fear that it might stay in that vicinity 
for several months. 


—Arthur Bums isn’t the only one 
fearful of a return of the boom-bust 
cycle. Inflation is by no means licked 
yet. 
—While the stock market is said to 
be a good forecaster because it 
represents the outlook of the public, 
the public doesn’t seem to be aware of 
it. Most of the heavy trading is by in­ 
stitutions, by professionals, rather 
than by the general public. 


Aussie Chief 
Urges Help 
In Indochina 


KINGSTON, Jamaica (AP) — 
Australian Prime Minister Gough 
Whitlam has called on nations that 
fought in Indochina to join a massive 
program 
of 
reconciliation 
and 
reconstruction in that region. 
Whitlam told a news conference 
Sunday that Australia, which he 
described as one of “the guilty 
countries” that participated in the 
Vietnamese “civil war,” already has 
begun supplying relief aid. 
The Australian prime minister, who 
is attending the 34-nation Com­ 
monwealth summit here, flies to 
Washington on Wednesday for talks 
with President Ford and Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger. 
Whitlam issued his appeal after 
being asked if he believes that nations 
that fought in Vietnam, such as the 
United States, have an obligation to 
help in rebuilding a unified Vietnam. 
He replied that Australia has such an 
obligation and has begun fulfilling it, 
and he thought others should do the 
same, preferably through inter­ 
national organizations. 
The Australian leader’s aides 
reported later he intends repeating his 
call in a major speech he will make in 
Washington, and intends raising the 
matter in his talks at the White House.

also 
was 
asked 
if 
Australia’s faith has been shaken in 
the United States as an ally in the light 
of the American withdrawal from In­ 
dochina. 
He said: “America has been, is and 
will continue to be the greatest 
military country in the world. What I 
think we should realize is that from 
now on America’s commitments will 
require the support of the ad­ 
ministration and the Congress. If the 
President and Congress support 
commitments, I have no reason to 
believe those commitments would not 
be effective.”

Parent Firm In Arson Case 
Seeks Debt Payment Delay 


SHELTON, Conn. (AP) - The 
parent company of the Sponge Rubber 
plant blown up by arsonists is seeking 
court permission to delay debt pay­ 
ments until its financial problems are 
solved, according to a spokesman. 
Sponge Rubber Products Co. was 
shut down temporarily by the March I 
explosion which gutted one of its huge 
plant buildings. Its other operations 
have reopened. 
Grand Sheet Metal Co., the parent 
firm, filed a petition Friday in Chicago 
under Chapter XI of the Federal Bank­ 
ruptcy Act, company attorney Alex H. 
Dolnick said Monday. He emphasized, 
however, the action was not a 
bankruptcy petition. 
“The company is solvent, very much 
so, but is unable to meet its current 
obligations/’ he said in a telephone 
interview. The company is head­ 
quartered in a Chicago suburb. 
Ten persons, including the president 
of Olio Decorative Products Co., 
parent firm of the two subsidiaries, 
have been charged by federal 
authorities with arson and conspiracy 
in an alleged attempt to collect in­ 
surance on the plant. 
Dolnick said the U.S. District Court 
request was designed to give Grand 
Sheet metal time to restructure its 
operations and then pay creditors in 
full. Meanwhile it would pay all its 
employes and suppliers in cash, he 
added. 
“The lending institutions we have 
been borrowing money from have 
indicated they would continue to 
finance our operations,” he said. 
Last week a company spokesman 
said officials had been negotiating with 
two large companies over the possible 
sale of a plant in Derby. No agreement 
has been announced. 
Dolnick stressed that Grand Sheet 
Metal planned to maintain its Shelton 
operations, at least in the “foreseeable 
future. 
“Reports of our imminent close are 
entirely without foundation,” he said. 
The lawyer said the company ex­ 


pected to close its purchase of Sponge 
Rubber Products from B.F. Goodrich 
Co. on May 15. It has been running the 
business 
under 
a 
lease-option 
arrangement since last year. 
Meanwhile, a number of the 600 
employes who returned to work after 
the explosion have begun attempts to 
organize a union local. 
A meetng was held Sunday with 
representatives of the United Rubber 
Workers, AFLrCIO, who said they had 
been trying to win the right to 
represent workers there for 25 years.

Orient Institute Repairs Urged 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A 
structural engineer has recommended 
that the state take immediate action to 
repair deteriorated building supports 
at the Orient State Institute for the 
mentally retarded. 
Ina report to institution officials, the 
Columbus structural engineering firm 
of Paul J. Ford and Co. said many of 
the institute’s structures suffer from 
water damage. 
In some buildings, the firm said, 
walls are pulling away from roofs, 
wooden supports are rotting and steel 
supports are rusting. 
The study was made last November. 
It was released Monday in a state 
auditor’s examination of Orient’s 
books. 
A spokesman for the Department of 
Mental Health and Mental Retardation 
said he remembered the study being 
commissioned but could not remember 
the state department receiving a copy. 
The report was mailed to Orient of­ 
ficials last November. 
The report, written by John T. 
Wilson of the firm, urged quick 
corrective action. 
“If these problems are not attended 
to in the near future, they will only get 
worse at an increasingly rapid pace, 
and serious structural damage may 
result,” Wilson said. 
He singled out Doran Hall, a 
residence building, where water 
damage is causing plaster to peel and 
wood to rot. 
“The most economical solution may 
be to tear down Doran Hall completely 
and move the residents to another cot­ 
tage,” he said. “Doran Hall has

National Guard Training Sites Eyed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
whoosh of artillery shells and the 
sound of machine gun fire may sound 
some day soon in the eerie stillness of 
the coal stripped land of southeastern 
Ohio. 
The administration of Gov. James A. 
Rhodes is considering buying land in 
the strip mine belt as a training site for 
the Ohio National Guard, which has 
been taking its summer training in 
Michigan. 


“There are six or seven areas that 
are suitable,” said Chan Cochran, the 
governor’s aide. “Five of them are 
stripped land.” 
Maj. Gen. Jam es Clem, com­ 
manding officer of the ONG, said he 
hoped to locate adequate area to train 
up to 4,000 men in tactical procedures. 
He is reluctant to say what areas are 
under study. 
“ That’s understandable,” said 
Cochran. “He doesn’t want to drive the 


price of land up down there.” 
Known to be under consideration as 
possible training ground is stripped 
land in Belmont, Muskingum, Guern­ 
sey, 
Noble, 
Morgan, 
Holmes, 
Coshocton and Tuscarawas Counties. 
Gem has ordered a feasibility study 
on the project. He said a report should 
be completed by Oct. I, 1975. A later 
study will delve into the cost of 
reclamation.

The Public 
Investigator 


The Investigator questioned utility companies in the Circleville and 
Pickaway County area concerning monetary increases to consumers of 
their specific product and the reason for the price increase. Here are the 
answers of the Columbus and Southern Ohio Electric Company. 


(Q) Approximately how many customers does C&SOE service in 
Circleville and Pickaway County? 
(A) We have approximately 5,340 customers in our Circleville Service 
area. 


(Q) What are your present rates to individuals and how much have the 
rates increased in the past year? Six months? Three months? 
(A) The figures we will use to answer the question are based on the 
residential rate and usage of 500 Kilowatt House (KWH) from April, 1974, 
through April, 1975. Each month of each year is figured on the rate in effect 
at the time plus the fuel cost adjustment to arrive at the total. 
Calculated bills for 500 KWH based on a rate code of 02 are: April, 1974 - 
base, $13.83; fuel cost, $1.73; total, $15.56. October, 1974 - base, $20.75; fuel 
cost, $.24; total, $20.99. January, 1975 - base, $20.75; fuel cost, $1.06; total, 
$21.81. April, 1975 - base, $22.61; fuel cost, $1.18; total, $23.80. 
The rate increase effective September, 1974, reflected a new fuel cost 
adjustment (FCA) base of 68.5 cents per million BTUs. The previous FCA 
base was 23 cents per million BTUs. The difference between the old and the 
new FCA base of 45.5 cents per million BTUs was rolled into the new rate 
base schedule. In dollars, this represents approximately $2.50 for 500 KWH 
usage. 


(Q) Do you have any extra charges such as installation costs or deposits? 
(A) In the Qrcleville service area we charge $50 to install and remove a 
temporary service. This is for a single phase, IOO amp overhead temporary 
service. 
We ask for a deposit from residential customers when they have not 
established credit or do not own property in Ohio. 
If a customer’s account is terminated or discontinued prior to one year, 
his deposits including accrued interest to date is applied to his final bill. Any 
amount in excess of the final bill is promptly refunded to him. 
Deposits, including interest earned to date, are refunded to residential 
customers after one year provided service has not been discontinued for 
non-payment during the preceding 12 months; the customer has had no 
more than two past-due notices during the preceding 12 months; and the 
customer has had no more than two disconnection orders during the 
preceding 12 months. 
Policy governing customers utility deposits has been established by the 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio (PUCO). All details governing credit 
policy are available at any local Columbus and Southern Ohio Electric 
Company office. 
If customers have a problem paying their electric bill, or have a 
temporary “hardship”, they should call us. We can usually work it out. 
Silence doesn’t solve the problem .. . they should contact us. We can help. 


(Q) Why is there a raise in the cost to consumers? Do you expect to reach 
any ceiling in the selling price? 
(A) The increased cost of electric service can be pinpointed to three 
primary areas: Fuel Costs, Environmental Costs, and Inflation. 
Fuel Costs: In 1974 our total operating expense was $146.9 million. 
Fuel costs were the largest single expense, representing 41 per cent of the 
total of $60.1 million. This $60.1 million is an increase of $26.6 million over 
1973. The increase alone approximates our total fuel expense for 1972. 
Reclamation costs are also a part of the total fuel costs and add 
approximately $2 per ton of strip mined coal. The proposed Federal Strip 
Mine Law will add an additional 35 cents per ton. Our average cost of coal 
consumed increased from $8.57 per ton in 1973 to $13.02 per ton in 1974. Ten 
years ago the cost was $4.57 per ton. 1974 prices are an increase of 185 per 
cent over 1965. 
Environmental Costs: These costs are directly related to State and 
Federal legislation. We have spent $25 million on environmental facilities in 
the last six years, including $9 million in 1974. These are capital costs, not 
operating costs, and they do not produce revenue. Additional environmental 
expenditures are expected to exceed $57 million through 1978. 


Inflation: Ten years ago we financed our construction program from 
internally generated funds. Today, we must go to the capital markets for 83 
per cent of moneys needed for construction. We must refinance maturing 
low interest (3-4 per cent) existing long-term debt at rates of 9 per cent and 
more. We are in the peculiar situation where our rates are fixed, but all of 
the material and supplies needed to provide reliable service continue to 
increase. 
As long as our suppliers continue to increase the cost of materials, the cost 
of electric service will continue to increase. 


(Q) What are your different payment plans and which one is the most 
popular with consumers in the area? 
(A) We have one “equal payment” plan. This budget payment plan was 
offered to all residential customers in March 1975. The plan is optional to the 
customer. He or she may elect to join or reject the budget payment plan. It’s 
the customer’s decision. 
The plan divides the total 12 month estimated use into 12 equal monthly 
payments (based on existing rates, plus fuel cost). Each customer’s budget 
is reviewed every six months and adjustments, if any, are made and a new 
monthly payment is issued. 
System-wide, we have approximately 5.3 per cent of all residential 
customers in this program. A customer may join or drop out of this program 
by contacting their local Columbus and Southern Ohio Electric Company 
office. 


(Q) Are you aware of any federal or state legislation to lower the rates of 
persons on fixed incomes? Does your company see any need for such 
legislation? 
(A) There have been discussions on this subject, primarily in State 
legislatures. However, the Public Utilities Commission of Ohio (PUCO) 
rules state that public utilities rate schedules must be applied equally to all 
customers within each applicable rate schedule. To deviate from this policy 
would be discrimination. This would, in effect, force one group of residential 
customers to subsidize another residential group’s electrical usage. 
C&SOE is not unaware or unsympathic to this problem. However, 
attempting to solve economic problems through social legislation has never 
been a truly equitable solution. 


(Q) Are efforts by the consumer helping to reduce the load of energy 
consumed? What additional measures could the consumer implement to 
conserve more? 
(A) There is no shortage of electricity in the area served by Columbus and 
Southern. If we can continue to burn coal to generate electricity, and 
increase facilities to meet customers’ future demands, we anticipate 
adequate capacity to meet customer growth. 
Effective energy management by any customer is obviously an individual 
decision. The customer should be aware that rates are designed so that the 
more you use, the less the unit cost is per KWH. Of course, lower use 
increases the unit cost per KWH. So, a small reduction in monthly usage 
may not reflect a noticeable change in the cost. 
Customers’ homes should be well insulated, have storm doors and 
windows. Heat loss escaping to the outside of a home is today an expensive 
luxury. Good insulation can reduce both heating and air conditioning costs, 
regardless of the energy used. 
Energy management is really a matter of using good judgement in the use 
of applicances, lighting, etc. Ben Franklin summed it up in four words, 
“waste not, want not.” Your local C&SOE office has free literature to help 
you. 


(Q) By what process is your energy manufactured? Where is it produced 
and by what means is it brought to the consumer? 
(A) Ninety-eight per cent of our electricity is produced by burning coal. 
We use small amounts of oil and natural gas to operate our peaking units. 
We have three generating stations: Poston, in Athens County; Picway, in 
Pickaway County; and Conesville, in Coshocton County. 
Electricity is delivered from generating station over high voltage 
transmissiin lines to substations. The substations then reduce the voltage 
and distribute it to homes, commercial and industrial businesses. 


(Q) Is your company currently undertaking projects to locate more 
energy reserves? If so, where and to what extent? 
(A) Electricity cannot be stored like water or natural gas. It is consumed 
at the same time it is generated. Any so-called reserve would be related to 
excess generating capacity over and above that necessary to meet “peak” 
demand. 


(Q) Who may consumers call with questions concerning billing 
procedures? 
(A) Any local office in Columbus and Southern Ohio Electric service area. 


idea is mineral rights on the land. If 
they are contained in the deed, Gem 
said it could make costs prohibitive. 


Rhodes’ prime consideration in 
obtaining an Ohio site, Cochran said, is 
one of economics. 
“The governor sent ‘a letter to 
General Clem pointing out that about

could be natural for guard training. 


For 15 to 20 years after stripping, 
Cochran said, the land is good only for 
grazing. The stripped land, he said, 
could be used for Seabee training, road 
and bridge construction and would be 
wide enough for heavy firearm 
practice.

“ I discourage people from carrying 
weapons unless they know exactly 
what they’re doing and w ill use the 
weapon,” Miss Sattem said. “ If you’ve 
got a weapon and you’re not going to 
use it, the attacker w ill know you’re 
bluffing.” 
When students meet for the ninth 
time, they practice on husbands, 
fathers, boyfriends, anyone they can 
find. 
“ This is my favorite class,’’she said. 
“ The women are usually timid at first, 
but they’re tigers by the end of the 
class. It works every time. When they 
realize that they can defend them­ 
selves against a man, that’s when it 
clicks.”

The opponents contended the firm 
stopped navigation of the river, tabbed 
for inclusion in the federal Wild and 
Scenic Rivers bill, with the access road 
to its gravel operations on an island in 
Anderson 
Township 
in 
eastern 
Hamilton County. 
The causeway restricted flow of the 
river through three concrete pipes, the 
action said. The state also reported a 
youth was drowned when he was 
washed into one of the pipes. 
The state further contended the 
causeway restricts free passage of 
boats and canoes and has affected the 
business of a canoe livery. 
The appellate court ruled that the 
causeway is a hindrance to navigation 
and must be removed. 
The appellate court also noted there 
has been an increase of public use of 
the stream for recreation, the state 
needs to provide such facilities and the 
state must protect available natural 
resources for public use.

Ciney Reds Batters Complain 


CINCINNATI (AP) — The first 
three batters in the Cincinnati Reds 
lineup are hitting, and complaining 
well so far this season. 


Leadoff man Pete Rose is batting 
.306 and is worried that he’s not 
scoring more runs. 


Dave Concepcion is batting .343 
since being moved up to the second slot 
in the lineup, but he’s upset that he has 
to be more selective in his pitch se­ 
lection. 
Joe Morgan is batting .378— third- 
best in the National League—and he’s 
frustrated that he’s been walked so 
much during the early part of the year. 
While the Reds leadoff trio have 
been able to console themselves with 
their hitting, the Reds usually reliable 
powerpack of Johnny Bench and Tony 
Perez have had reason to complain. 
Perez is batting only .192, while 
Bench, despite an impressive array of 


runs batted in, is hitting .279. 
“If I was hitting I would have 30 runs 
batted in,’’ lamented Bench who has 
driven in 20 runs so far this year. 


It is easy to see the truth in Bench’s 
statement. The first three batters in 
the Reds lineup have been on base a 
total of 157 times so far this season. 
Bench and Perez, who are both tied for 
second in the league in that depart­ 
ment, have a combined total of 40 
RBIs. 


“It seems like I never score a run,” 
said Rose, who has been on base 51 
times and scored 15. 
Morgan is also frustrated despite his 
fantastic start. He has been on base 63 
times, but has collected 23 walks. 
“If Johnny Bench were hitting the 
ball out of the park, they wouldn’t be 
walking me,” Morgan said. 
Concepcion merely isn’t sure he 
likes batting so high in the lineup. 


“I think I like it better sixth or 
seventh,” Concepcion said. “I don’t 
ever walk. I like to swing at bad pit­ 
ches and you shouldn’t do that hitting 
second.” 
The lack of hitting in the middle of 
the lineup has accounted for a great 
number of close games which have 
caused the whole team to complain. 
“ Against ordinary pitching, we 
should be scoring five, six runs a 
game,” said Reds Manager Sparky 
Anderson. 
Ordinary pitching is something the 
Reds haven’t been seeing, explained 
Bench. 
“It’s the best pitching I’ve ever 
seen,” Bench said. “We have seen only 
three left-handed starters all year and 
that really hurts Perez because he eats 
up left-handers.

In the regular monthly meeting of 
the Logan Elm Board of Education 
Monday night, a discussion was held 
with the football coach on the plans for 
the program this fall. Perry Griffith, 
IiC ’s head football coach, discussed his 
plans for updating the program and 
made three requests for assistance 
from the board.

Their 
discussion was summed up by asking 
for the addition of a full-time teacher 
and a part-time teacher at the high 
school and one full-time teacher at the 
junior high.

Court Releases 
Monthly Report 


A monthly report for April released 
today by Judge W illiam Ammer 
showed a total of 79 new cases were 
filed during the month in the Pickaway 
County Common Pleas Court. 
Of those new cases filed, one was 
personal injury, 34 were crim inal, 28 
were domestic relations and 16 fell into 
the “ others” category. 
There were 228 cases pending at the 
beginning of the month and 83 cases 
terminated during April leaving a total 
of 224 pending on the court’s docket at 
the end of the month. 
One case during the month was 
teminated by a jury trial, four by court 
trial, two by pre-trial, 15 by dismissal, 
60 by default and one by transfer to 
another court or judge. 
Those cases terminated by category 
are as follows: seven personal injury, 
34 crim inal, 34 domestic relations and 
eight others. 
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
